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EXHIBITS AT EDGERTON

Potatoes in paricular and vegetables 
in general were of the highest stan¬ 
dard. In fact many of the potatoes 
shown, that would have been easier 
winners at other and larger exhibit¬ 
ions, failed to win prizes here. 

Ladies work of all description were 
shown in large numbers and made a 
good display and crowded the large 
space in the pavilion allotted to these 
sections. Competition in the bread 
classes was keen and occupied-more 
than one hour of the judges’ time in 
making the awards.

Tha minister of Agriculture has 
been urging the sowing of Fall Rye 
especially in a dry season. The sup¬ 
ply of both native grasses and rough- 
age from grain crops is reduced in 
dry seasons and quick crops are need¬ 
ed for both hay and pasture. If rye 
is sown in July or August it furnishes 
feed during the autumn and is a crop 
that is ready fdr grazing again early 
in the spring as soon as the snow 
goes away. It can be grazed up until 
nearly the middle of June if the sea- j 
son is not too dry and C£tn then be 1 
left to ripen for grain or can be im¬ 
mediately cut for *.ay. The crop is 
a highly beneficial and profitable crop 
in any kind of season and through¬ 
out the province. Besides its value 
for forage it is useful as a green crop 
to plow down and is also useful to 
hold the land against blowing. Much 
of the land in Southern .Alberta has 
been a subject? to rrequent cultiva¬ 
tion and is how so fine that when it 
becomes dry it blows badly. The rye 
prevents this in both the fall- and 
spring. Its being established at the 
opening of the spring also saves ‘ it 
from being affected by drought' in 
July to the same extent as spring 
crops are. It is one of the best • and 
grown and farmers should take ad¬ 
vantage of this group especially on 
areas or in seasons of light precip¬ 
itation. The recent general rains have 
made conditions good for quick ger¬ 
mination of this crop. It can be 
planted well into September but is 
better in by the middle of July for 
Fall pasture.

For those who have not seen the 
regulations relating to the movement 
of hay, live stock and haying outfits 
free the following information is giv¬ 
en. 

Application forms may be secured 
from the railway offibes\ from the 
government labour offices at Calgary 
Lethbridge and Medicine Hat or from 
the Department of Agricultuhe at Ed¬ 
monton. «-.*These forma must be filled 
up and %ent to the department and 
certificates will be sent back the 
same day as the applications are re 
ceived. They should be addressed to 
Mr. J. D. Smithy Seed Bhanch, De_ 
partment of Agriculture, Edmonton. 

The conditions are more limited in 
some respects than they were last 
year. Free freight on stock, hay or 
haying outfits will not be given to 
those who have more than one hun* 
dred head of sheep ana only two cars 
of stock can be shipped north free 
and seven cars of hay south. The 
dry area is defined as being south of 
a line from Lloydminster to Chipman, 
from Chipman to Tofield, from Tofield 
to Camrose and from Camrose to We. 
taskiwin and continuing west. The 
rates apply only within the province 
except that free freight will be givert 
fpr hay brought from Saskatchewan 
or Maanitoba to the dry area. |» J
